| vegetables were ready for the pot on 
t Wednesday night, the chickens or tur¬ 
key were stuffed, the puddings and pies 
were prepared and there was nothing 
to do on Thanksgiving day but cook 
the dinner. 

Garnishes and Turkey Stuffing. 

Oysters belong to Thanksgiving, ac¬ 
cording to tradition, because friendly 
Indians who joined the early celebra 
tions brought gifts of shellfish. A gar¬ 
nish of fried oysters is tasty and ap¬ 
propriate to surround the turkey, or 
a dish of scalloped oysters may accom¬ 
pany the turkey, or an oyster cocktail 
or oyster soup may be served before 
the turkey, or may be molded in a 
thin layer of Jelly, which should be cut 
out with a fancy cutter so that the 
oyster appears In the center of a to¬ 
mato or aspic Jelly, and is laid on ten¬ 
der lettuce leaves with mayonnaise 
placed beside It. 

A cupful of chopped peanuts blend¬ 
ed with two cupfuls of coarse bread 
crumbs or cracker crumbs und sea¬ 
soning Is a fine stuffing for the turkey. 

To prepare chestnuts for a stuffing, 
first gash the shell, brush the nuts 
over with beef drippings and put In 
the oven for a few minutes. When 
heated, shell and skin are easily re¬ 
moved. Cut the nuts in small pieces, 
then add them to an ordinary bread 
mixture, or they may be put through 
a potato rlcer, seasoned and used alone. 

Sausuge croquettes are good for a 
turkey garnish. Buy one pound of 
sausage meat, add to it one cupful 
of soft bread crumbs, form Into halls 
the size of Kngllsh walnuts, dip in 
beaten egg, roll In bread crumbs and 
fry in deep hot fat. 

Cranberriaa With Turkey. 
Left-over turkey, especially the 
white meat, may be cut in cul.es and 
tdended with enough warm cranberry 
jelly, not too sweet, to hold it in shape 
when cold. 

The combination of cranberries and 
raisins, popularly known us mock 
cherry, is good for a pie filling or as 
a conserve. The proportion is liulf 
as many raisins as cranberries and 
both should be cut In halves. 

Old-fushloned Cranberry Dumplings. 
—Prepare a cranberry suuce from one 
quart of cranberries, one and one-half 
cupfuls of water and two cupfuls of 
sugar. Make up a biscuit dough with 
two cupfuls of flour, four teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, one teaspoonful 
of salt, two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
one tablespoonful of sugar and three- 
fourths of a cupful of milk. Shape 
the dough Into rounds and steam them 
for twelve ndnutes. Serve with the 
cranberry sauce, accompanied by a 
hard sauce made of brown sugar and 
butter. 

Cranberry Punch.—Cook one quart 
of cranberries In three cupfuls of 
water until soft, then press through 
a sieve. Add two and one-half cup¬ 
fuls of sugar and the Juice of two 
lemons, and stand on ice for about 
four hours to chill. Serve In glasses 
with maraschino cherries or candled 
cranberries. 

Menus to Choose. 

Yellow Is the Thanksgiving color. 
Just as red belongs to Christmas. A 
pumpkin fruit basket is effective to 
use us a centerpiece, und small pump¬ 
kins, or gourds, may serve as candle¬ 
sticks or be shaped In basket form 
to be filled with nuts und raisins at 
each plate.

Inconspicuous part. The 
earliest aspect of the 
day takea 11 s back to the 
chronicles of the Israel¬ 
ites, umong whom there Is men¬ 
tion throughout the Rible of days 
set apart for special thanksgiving unto 
the Lord. Later the custom wus not 
uncommon In Kngland before the 
Reformation, and was taken up and 
continued by the l’rotestanta after¬ 
ward. 

Thug It was that at Its Inception 
there was no regulurly appointed time 
for this celebration. Sometimes It 
would be observed once a year, some¬ 
times twice, and then perhaps a year 
or two would be skipped—according 
as reasons for thanksgiving presented 
themselves or not. 

Among the colonists It was custom¬ 
ary for the president to Issue a proc¬ 
lamation recommending that the peo¬ 
ple cease from their ordinary occupa¬ 
tions and observe a day of thanksgiv¬ 
ing, with proper ceremony, at some 
specified time, but It was usually left 
to the governors of the various stales 
to determine whether there should be 
such a day, and when. 


® N THESE days of rush 
and rustle, the advent of 
Thanksgiving serves most 
of all to remind us of 
what wondrous changes 
time has wrought The 
Thanksgivings of our 
fathers and those of to¬ 
day are no more alike than the min¬ 
uet and the fox trot, the dances that 
well typify the era of the present and 
ttie past. About the only tiling left to 
us from out of the old days is the 
Thanksgiving turkey, and even this 
bird Is not now held sacred und nec¬ 
essary for tills festival. 

The very mention of the word 
Thanksgiving brings to the mind a 
picture that modern conditions have 
turned to the wall. It is a picture of 
the time when life was simple In Its 
pleasures and robust In Its strength;

She continued to 
write these letters year after yeur. and 
was finally rewarded for her efforts 
by all the governors, excepting two, 
granting her request. 

However, the people's response was 
not enthusiastic, and during the Civil 
war, especially In the South, the cus¬ 
tom lagged. 

Immediately after the battle of Get¬ 
tysburg Mrs. Hale wrote President 
Lincoln, Inclosing a copy of Washing¬ 
ton's Thanksgiving proclamation, and 
suggesting that he also proclaim a day 
of national thanksgiving. The Pres¬ 
ident acted upon her suggestion and 
Issued a proclamation ‘‘for the ob¬ 
servance of Thursday, August lfl. 
aa a day of national thanksgiving, 
praise and prayer." 

From that time on the celebration 
of the day lost Its local and variable 
character and took on the fitting dig¬ 
nity of a national and stable cere¬ 
mony. Lincoln's successor appointed 
the lost Thursday In November as 
Thanksgiving day, arid the date has 
continued unchanged ever since. 

Thanksgiving day Is a legal holiday 
In every state, territory and posses¬ 
sion except Utah, where It Is observed, i 
though not on the statute books.

COLD-WE/THER DISHES. 


The chilly days speed up the ap- i 
petite and enjoy foods that are !

like to put a 
whole meal into the even or tireless 
cooker and go off for a ride In the brac¬ 
ing air, coming hack with an appetite 
equal to a good nourishing dish of vege¬ 
tables and meat. When one lives 
where chestnuts ure to be found at a 
reasonable price In the market the fol¬ 
lowing dish will not be an expensive 
luxury: 

Cassolet Caatalnaudary.—This Is a 
famous historical dish. Soak a quart 
of lima beans In a saucepan with 
water to cover; put over the heat and 
let them Just come to the boiling point 
and then set them aside for an hour. 
Drain the beans, add fresh boiling 
water and set them over the fire and 
cook until nearly done. Place en 
casserole two cupfuls of cooked chick¬ 
en or duck, turkey or any fat fowl, 
add the drained beans, and onion 
sliced, half a cupful of strained to¬ 
mato, a quart of chicken broth and a 
teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet. Bake 
one hour, uncover, sprinkle with but¬ 
tered bread crumbs, chopped parsley, 
brown and serve. 

Oyster Cocktail Sauce.—For five 
oysters use a teaspoonful of tarra¬ 
gon vinegar, a tahlespoonful of to¬ 
mato catsup, a teaspoonful of lemon 
Juice, four drops of tabasco sauce and 
a pinch of salt. Mix all the season¬ 
ings thoroughly, add the oysters and 
chill before serving. Chill sauce, 
grapefruit Juice or oyster liquor may 
be added If desired. 

Chestnut en Casserole. — Remove 
shells from three cupfuls of chestnuts, 
put Into a casserole and pour over 
i three cupfuls of highly seasoned chlck- 
| en stock. Cover and cook In a slow 
; oven for three hours; then thicken 
with two tnblespoonfuls of butter and 
one and one-half tahlespoonfuls of 
flour, season well with salt, pepper 
and a little grated onion. Combined 
with chicken this makes another de¬ 
lightful dish.

WHAT TO EAT 

Canned corn is such a wholesome 
vegetable and Is so well liked that a 
few dozen cuns put on 
the cellar shelf will he 
enjoyed during the win¬ 
ter. After serving the 
corn with butter, orenin 
and seasoning of salt and 
pepper. If any Is left over 
make some fritters to 
serve with the fried 

chicken. 

Psas a la Francalso.—Cook three 
tahlespoonfuls of butter with one slice 
of bacon for live minutes; remove the 
bacon and add two cupfuls of peas 
Hnd eight small peeled onions. Cover 
with boiling wuter and cook until the 
vegetables are soft. Drain, add one- 
fourth of a cupful of cream and one 
egg yolk slightly beaten. Season well 
with salt and pepper. 

Mushroom Soup. — Brush one-half 
pound of mushrooms, break caps Into 
small pieces und chop the steins. Add 
to three pints of chicken broth, bring 
It gradually to the boiling point and 
let simmer thirty minutes. Cool and 
clear with the whites and shells of 
two eggs. Season to taste and serve 
hot. 

A platter of overlapping slices of 
cold roust lamb may he garnished with 
mounds of hot cooked spinach in 
which Is placed a seasoned poached 
egg—the whole finished with u border 
of watercress. 

Allen Potato Salad.—Cut cold boiled 
potatoes Into one-half-inch cubes. 

: Take one and one-half cupfuls. Adil 
j three chopped hard-cooked eggs, one 
and one-half tahlespoonfuls of chopped 
pimento, one-half tahlespoonful of 
finely chopped onion. Moisten with a 
cream salad dressing and serve In 
nests of lettuce. 

Hashed Brown Potatoes.—Try out 
fat salt pork cut Into small cubes and 
remove the scraps; there should be 
; one-third of a cupful of fat. Add two 
cupfuls of cold boiled potatoes finely 
chopped, pepper and salt If needed. 
Mix potatoes thoroughly with (Iip fut, 
cook three minutes, stirring constantly,' 
then let stand to brown underneath. 
Fold as an omelette und turn out on a 
hot platter. 

Celery Wltn Caviar.—Arrange cel¬ 
ery prepared by fringing three-inch 
stalks of tender celery—let them 
stand in cold water to curl. Then 
drain, wipe and fill the uncurled por¬ 
tion with caviar and place on a 
plate with a radish cut Into the form 
of a tulip, and a crisp leaf of head 
ettuce

FEDERAL LAW ON HUNTINS 

Prohibits Shooting of Migratory Fowl 
After Sunset—South Dakota 
Huntora Face Arrest. 

Hunting migratory game birds Is 
permitted under federal regulations 
each day during the open season front 
linlf un hour before sunrise to sun¬ 
set. Persons found hunting between 
sunset and half an lit,Mr before sun¬ 
rise are liable to prosecution In fed¬ 
eral court under the provisions of Reg¬ 
ulations 4 of the mlgrator.v-blrd treaty- 
act regulations. A state law recently 
passed hy the legislature of Sonlh Da¬ 
kota provides that waterfowl may he 
shot half an hour after sunset. The 
biological survey of the United States 
Department of Agriculture points out 
that state legislatures may pass luws 
to give further protection to migra¬ 
tory birds, If such laws or regulations 


do not extend the open seasons 
such birds beyond the time prescribed 
by the migratory-bird Ireaty-act regu¬ 
lations. Although the state law per¬ 
mits shooting from sunrise to half an 
hour after sunset, a person so doing 
may be arrested ond prosecuted under 
I the' federal law, administered by tha 
| Department of Agriculture.
